"Wo observe that our local conteiniior- 
ary is preparing tlio public luiuil for 
disappointment. It has begun to talk 
in a mysterious and oracular way of an 
empty treasury, large expenses of Gov- 
ernment, depleted revenue and inevit- 
ab)3 deficit. This talk will lead up to 
■what? All announcement by the Gov- 
omment of a financial policy wliicli, if 
it does not increase-, will certainly not 
decrease taxation one iota. This, of 
voourae, .'will be very unpalatable to the 
tamnlsry at large. Huiulreds of electors 
voted to dismiss the lato Ministry be- 
cause they were promised by their 
opponouta that the tax on real and per- 
sonal projierty would bo lifted if Mr. 
'WaUcem should return to office. "While 
the election canvass was in progress we 
told the electors that a reduction was 
impossible. Once since the election we 
returned to the subject and showed that 
if the Government should remove the 
Provincial tax from the Municipality 
there would be a sudden stoppage of 
the wheels of Government and general 
bankruptcy. The gentloincu who were 
returned to Parliament pledged to the 
no-laxation policy promised to work 
impossibilities. Electors may say that 
they were deceived, cajoled, humbugged 
by these professions ; and may cry aloud 
in bitterness of spirit that had they not 
believed it possible to carry on the 
Government and meet public liabilities 
without taxation tlioy would have re- 
turned Mr. Elliott and his friends. 
But regrets now are vain. If some of 
the gentlemen who were returned secur- 
ed suffrages by a species of political 
I^erdemain it would be mildness to 
term false pretence, they are answer- 
able to the constituencies that returned 
them. Their predicament does not alter 
facts, nor render leas palpable the con- 
dition to which the Government would 
be reduced Avero taxes taken ofl! 
.-If^there were one act more than an- 
.other for which the Elliott Government 
deserved popular approval it was the 
imposition of light and equitable taxes. 
The present Government must either 
follow tlio good example of their pro- 
dcceasors by maintaining those taxes, or 
go to the "demnition bow-Avows" in 12 
months. 



Bussia is not disposed to allow Great 
Britain to enjoy her recent triumph in 
diplomacy without making an effort to 
counterbalance tlie eflect on her own 
people. Tlierefore we have tcic-grai)hic 
advices of the dispatch of a llussian 
force to Bokhara, a province adjoining 
Ejhiya on the south and Aflghanistan 
on-th'e north. The possession of Bok- 
hara by the Russians will bring that 
<power uncomfortably near India; but 
'when it is remembered that an army 
leaving Kussia for India would have to 
pass through several hundred miles of 
. sandy waste, unrelieved by a sign of 
vegetation or a stream of water, the dif- 
ficulty and expense, of moving a largo 
army upon British India will be at once 
appreciated. A century must elapse 
before Kussia can be in any condition 
to attempt reprisals for the loss of Tur- 
key by an attack on India; and is it to 
be imagined for a moment that Great 
Britain would stand still during that 
long period and not then be better jire- 
pared for defence than her traditional 
enemy would bo for offence 1 Russia's 
game is blocked. Constantinople and 
the Ottoman Empire will ^^shortly bo 
more British than Turkish and with 
British energy and capital infused into 
the people Eastern matters Avill shortly 
begin to wear a very difl'erent aspect. 
The drowsy Turk will have to arouse 
himself iront his lethargy, lay aside his 
pipe and smokiiig-cap anil strip for a 
friendly race in his own land with J ohn 
BulL Already we jjjBar that the sleepy 
old towns bordering on the Levant 
have awakened, and that town lots that 
were laid out 3000 years ago are ad- 
vancing in anticipation of an English 
immigration. Wonder.q will never 
cease. Soon the shriek of the locomo- 
tive will reverberate amongst the hills 
and valleys of the Holy Land, and " all 
abowd for India via the Euphrates 
Valley railway and the Persian Gulf" 
will attract the India travel, for bo it 
known that the distance; from London 
to Calcutta by that route will 
bo more than 1500 miles shorter than 
by the Suez canal. Talk of the mar- 
velous stories of the Arabian Nights 
and the Adventures by the Caliphs. 
These will shortly appear prosaic in 
comparison v/ith the magical changes 
that are on the evo of taking place in 
the land whore 1800 years .'igo our Sa- 
viour and tlio Apostles taught nomadic 
tribes the great truths of Christianity. 
Russia's answer to the Anglo-Turkish 
treaty (as the telegi'aph terms the ad- 
vance on Bokhara) is a device to con- 
sole her own peoj)le, whoso national 
pride is wounded by the success of 
Beaconsfield at Berlin. 



The Westminster Herald protests 
against "cheap" and "nasty" retrench- 
ment l)y the Governm(!nt when they 
frame tho new civil list, and adds that 
"they (the Government) owe something 
to the precedents of the future as well 
as the needs of the present. " Ordinaiy 
minds will find it difficult to under- 
stand what is meant by "t\i& jyrecedents 
of the future." "We are prepared to 
concede that language was given man 
to enable him to conceal his thoughts; 
but we do protest against the idea pre- 
dominant ill the .fferaW that type and 
ink were invented to aflord an editor 
an opportunity ^f befogging his readers 
with startling jiropoaitions that are op- 
{Kjsed to natural laws and granunatical 
rules. What the Herald probably in- 
tends to caution tho Government 
against is an indiscriminate reduction 



of salaries without regard to the value 
of the services rendered or the require- 
ments of the breadwiimera.pf •tfemilics. 
Now, did we tlunk.that we ha^^ny in- 
fluence, witk^ the neV^ Government tho 
course we shliuld venture 'to urge them to 
adopt would be not to cut dovra. salaries 
indiscriminately; but to lop off unnecessa- 
ry oHiciaLs. If the staff acro.'^s tiie Buy ho 
too large it should be reduced. If office 
hours are too short they may bo in- 
creased. If any of the salaries are too 
high they may be "retrenched." But 
an indiscriminate, wholesale reduction 
of all salaries (some are too low already) 
would be unfortunate alike for tho 
officers and tho Province. Tho people 
expect that every leak will be .stopped ; 
but they do not want to sec their 
servants pinched in the stomach nor 
beragged and betatterod on tho back. 
We are glad tho Herald has spoken 
out — even in a misty, murky way — on 
this subject ; and as it is the Mainland 
organ of tho Government its senti- 
ments may be regarded as those of tho 
supporters of the Government on the 
^Mainland.

Tho Oroffon fiidlan ^ar. 

A gtvornmont courier who arrived at 
Walla Walla on Saturd.ay last direct from 
tho vicinity of the Indian war states that 
on Friday afternoon, about half-past one, 
George Cnggan, in company with Al. 
Bunker and a !Mr. Foster, started from 
Meachiiin'a ft>r Peudloton. They hiul not 
proceeded far when they were mot by a 
band of Indians, sumo -10 of whom i.urHu- 
o8 theni. Foster and Hunker l)eiiig well 
mounted outran tho Indians, hut Goggau 
waa captured 4ind speedily dispatclicd. 
Bunker was wounded and was compelled 
to hide in a secluded spot wliiLit Foster 
proceeded to Pendleton and related tlio 
circumstances. Col. Cornoyer with a p.irty 
of twelve men started out to roco\'tr Cog- 
gau's body and bring in Bunker. Soon 
after starting tlioy ntot a largo band of 
hostilea'and voro compelled to return. In 
. tho meantiino Colonol Miles, with about 
300 regulars, had reached Pendleton, and 
hearing tho reports brought in both by 
Foster and Cornoyor, iinmedintely took 
up his-lino of march for tho place wliore 
tho Indians were said to bo. After a 
marcli of about six miles and- Avithin a 
^lort distanco of Oayuso Station, ho on- 
countered hetweon 400 and 600 warriors. 
A fight ensued and_ sifter three or four 
lioura tho Indians were rei)ulscd. George 
Coggan's body was recovered badly muti- 
lated and in such a condition that it had to 
bo buried at Pendleton. Nothing waa 
found' on his person but a few papers. 
His; clothes vvero taken off, laid on liis 
breast and bumcd. One finger upon 
which ho had a ring was cut oil". Only 
McCoy's horse which he worked under 
tho saddle was captured in tho fight 
and is now in possession of his father. 
Soins timo during Friday tho Indians 
completed tho destruction of Cayuso sta- 
tion, which, on tlio day previous, tliey 
had partially destroyed. It is feared that 
Moaclieiu'a has mot a similar fate. The 
United States forces now in Umatilla 
County amount to seven hundred men, 
and it is thought will bo sufficient 
if no unforscen accident occurs to bring 
the hostilos to terms in a few days. 
Notwitlistiuuling reports to tlie contrary, 
it is almost eort^iin that a portion of the 
hostiles liave auceeeded in crossing tlie 
Columbia and tho danger, so far as tho 
future is concerned, is with them. Fight- 
ing is supposed to have taken place on tho 
ISth near Heachom'a in the Blueinoun-

Zmportins Xxnaiffranto. 



Tho Hawaiian Goveniment is engaged 
in tho ofTort to keop up its population by 
importing immigrants from tho South Pa- 
cific Tshmds. One voyngo haa been made 
and the first vessel load of immigninta 
landed at Honolulu. Thoy were taken 
in charge by tho Govonimont Board of 
Immignition, to be provided for untilsuch 
timo as they could bo furnished with oc- 
cupation. 

Tliis voyage h.ia boon tho cauao of some 
oxcitomont and a good deal of discussion 
by tho Press of Honolulu, among Govern- 
ment officidla, and in tho Hawaiian Legis- 
lature. It: seems that tho direction of tho 
expedition waa assigned to Capt. :Mist,wlio 
was expected to accompany it in person, 
but who contidod tho connnand of the vos- 
8ol — tho Storm Bird— to Captain Jackson. 
For this he has boon censured by a Select 
Committoo of tho Board of Immigration, 
which clmrges Captain Mist witli disre- 
garding its inatructiotu. To tho rep«rt of 
this Committee Captain Mist replies 
through the columns of tho Gazttte, and 
miikes out a very satisfactory defence. Ho 
thinks, and so also thought Mr. W. O. 
Smith, in a speech made before tho Le- 
gislature, that tho expedition ought not 
to be judged by its details but its results, 
with wliich every one seema well pleased. 
Mr. Smith contondod that it was only by 
a departure from instructions that tho ob- 
ject of tho expedition could have boon 
fully attained, and did not hesitate a de- 
fence of that departure. 

An appropriation of $3,000 had been 
made by tho Hawaiian Legislature to iit 
tho some vessel out for a second voyage. 
It would seem from this that the islanders 
of tho South Pacifio are preferred to the 
Cliineao in Hawaii as laborers. Mr. Smith 
in his spoeeh remarked: " I do not wish, 
Mr. President, to say that I believe those 
South Sea Islanders aro tho boat class of 
people that can be brought to these 
islands as laborers or to add to tho popu- 
lation; but I do think that tho object of 
bringing such people hero, which hius 
boon succesafidly commenced, shoidd not 
now bo abandoned. Lot us try tho ex- 
periment thoroughly." 

Lebou RivKii. — There aro twonty-fivo 
men on Leech Biver engaged in running 
tunnels into tho hills in search of tho lost 
load of pay-gravel. Two men with a com- 
mon hiMul-pump are pimiping tho water 
out of tho crovicGB in tlio rock above tho 
Devil s Grip and aro getting good pay. 
On Tuesday a visitor from Victoria 
brought out a copy of that day's Colonid. 
Tho "boys" gathered about one of their 
number, who read alou'd from our cxclu- 
sivo dispatches tho bloodless victory 
achieved at Berlin by Lord Boaconafield.

Many of the Liberal 
members of parliament have applied for 
tickets to tho platform, expressing a 
wisli to make tho demonstration na- 
tional. Seats for five hundred friends 
of tho first lord of admiralty have been 
erected within tho admiralty enclosure 
in Whitehall. Downing street -will be 
reserved for members of parliament. 



Between Charing Cross and Downing 
.street the general public will be admit- 
ted, so that, tho spontanioty and warmth 
of welcome will have to be judged by 
the demonstration at this point of the 
route. IVallic will be stopped from fif- 
teen minutes past four o'cloct until 
Beaconstiold's carriage passes. The 
ministerial banquet at tho Mansion 
house will take place in August. The 
date of tho coiiqilimentary dinner ten- 
dered by the Carlton Club lia^ not been 
determined on. The western platform 
of Charing Cross station, down which 
tho carriage road runs, has been parti- 
tioned off. While rows of raised seats 
skirt ono side, baiil:s of rare flowers 
rise on the other. Along the sides of 
tho car and carriage way the platform 
is filled ontiroly by children Avitli flow- 
ers, and tho walls of the station at the 
•ntranco way are decorated with llags 
of nations participating in the congress 
and clusters of national devices and 
emblems. 

Tlie Times says : Lord Beaconsfield 
will bo welcomed to-day as the chief 
actor in ono of tlio most honorable tri- 
umphs in modern diplomacy of Eug- 
huid. To tho fame of a distinguished 
English statesman ho has added that of 
a singularly successful foreign minister, 
and it would bo hard to say wliat 
greater distinction can remain for him. 

Carriages of the nobility aro constant- 
ly arriving fi»om the direction of Pall 
Mall, and each are'receivetl with cheers 
from the crowd. At this hour tho re- 
served .seats in tho station are filled. 
The ladies are in gala costumes, and the 
scene is very brilliant. 

London, July IG — 5.30 p.m. — Lord 
Beaconsfield alighted at the Charing 
Cross railway station at 4.50 p.m. Af- 
ter a brief hand-.shakiiig Beaconsfield 
and Lord and Lady Salisljury entered 
their carriages. As thoy drove along 
West Strand there was ono continual 
cheer and showers of bouquets. The 
crowd followed the carriages, cheering 
and throwing flowers all the way to 
Downing street. 

Tho canvassing in Gorniany for elec- 
tions for members of the reichstag, to 
take place on tho 30tli, is quite heated. 
The struggle will be sovero, especially 
in large ix)\ma where daily meetings are 
hold. It seems improbable that Bis- 
marck will be strong enough in tho new 
parliament to dispense with tho assist- 
ance of the National Liberals on whom 
he has heretoforo been dependent. 



CALIFORNIA 

San Francisco, July 17. — ^The Brit^ 
ish ship Egromont Castle, -which ar- 
rived yesterday afternoon from Valpa- 
raiso, reports that on July 13th, at 7 
p.m., kt. 3G° N,, long. 130° 10' W., she 
pas.sed the hull of a vessel which looked 
to bn about 200 or 300 tons register, 
from appearance lumber laden and en- 
tirely dismasted. Saw no signs of life. 
It was blowing heavily at the time and 
she passed on. About half an hour af- 
ter saw a brig steering west-ward and 
heading directly for tho wreck, but ap- 
parently did not see hor.

ni.sliod work and profit in forging ma- 
chinery and providing supplies, and still 
tho work is progressing, and still the 
stubborn rocks arc giving up their 
treasures. Better still, this unearthing 
of treasure at depths so profound has 
given others faith and courage, and tho 
result, we believe, is that other bonanzas, 
perhaps larger than the one we have 
been considering, aro about to be reveal- 
ed. Many have tried, many have suc- 
ceeded, and many after tremendous 
struggles have nobly failed. Foremost 
among tho succossful stand two men 
who are entitled to most praise. They 
came here years ago. They brought 
nothing but clear heads, stout hearts 
and strong arms. Tliey went to work 
as common laborers, and to-day they 
justly stand tho foremost minors of the 
world. They are entitled to thoir posi- 
tion, for they earned it fairly, keeping 
all their contracts in the meantime. 
Their names make a fitting close to this 
article. They are John W. Mackay and 
James G. Fair. — Virginia Enterprise.
